Deer Harold: 

Hope you lecelvea my last iecter with enclosures. Your 
last letter to me dated ilay 29 doesn’t seem to indicate that 
you received my letter of May 27* T sure hope you did receive 
this because it contained important items. If you didn’t 
let me knov; at once and I’ll send a copy right away. 

Finally located Arnold Louis Kessler. If you’ll recall 
this has to do with Commission -Document $ 0 . 958. Kessler 
lives at 2619 Regent St., Berkeley, Calif. His telephone i\ T o. 
is 849-0373. Here’s some more information on him; 

He is a graduate in history from the Universitynof California 
having received his A. B. and M. A. in Berkeley 1965, 1966. 

He is married, but his wife’s name is not listed. 

I have some more information on that plane crash 
in which a T. D. Click died in March 67* I’ve sent you enclosures 
on this so you can refer to them. His name despite newspaper 
accounts is Travy and not Tracey. I have his death certificate 
which still does not five his middle initial, so I still don’t 
know whether the D. stands for Darryl. I am having someone 
get his original birth certificate. All this may lead to 
nothing but I believe it must be checked out. I’ll advise 
you accordingly. 

Recently I heard from an individual who has attended 
my class on the assassination. His letter to me indicates 
his belief that a film exists showing the entire assassination 
sequence which was observed by Japanese in Japan. This is what 
he wrote me - He said he had some close friends who attended 
£.F. State College, one of whom was a foreign student from 
Japan. This foreign student insists he saw the whole pro- 
gression and went into particular detail of what he saw the 
day after the shooting. Jhis friend who wrote me, then asked 
other individuals who had been in Japan at the time of the 
assassination. Without prompting, he said, everyone of them 
contended that they had seen the exact same thing. I am now 
going to quote you from his letter so you can Judge for 
yourself : 

“...they all remembered Kennedy’s hand movement to the 
throat as the first obvious gesture. One or two recalled 
Connolly’s reaction. One mentioned the fact that JFK sat 
straight before falling back. When I asked them if they 
were actually certain that they saw the fatal shot (I never 
suggested which shot, if any, they could have seen) most of 
them gave me unq ualified affirmative replies that they saw 
Kennedy get hit in the head and fall backwards. Hot only did 
they describe it verbally, but at least two of my friends 
pointed to their upper right temple to demonstrate the target 
area. One of my friends, who w s most certain of seeing the 
whole business also remembered that the camera had scanned the 
whole Dealy Plaza area, including the Book Bldg. Just before 
the crime was committed and that ; the Japan news media had 
made a point of this since it had become clear that this was 
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the altered s niper nest. He said that the chronology of the 
movie u?as validated and dramatized by the time on a clock 
(on the T.3.D.B.?) that was vi sable during the scenic pan 
preceding the shots. He said the newscaster pointed out the 
men in the upper window." 

As you can see there may be something to this Lhat 
us worth looking into. I visited with him and he said he would 
contact an American working for the largest Japanese T.V. 
station in Tokoyo. Incidentally, it was this individual’s 
belief that the film was shown on NHK-TV station in Tokyo, 
which is the largest and a government- owned s tat ion. Do 
you know anything about such a film being in existence? 

In your letter to Joe Dolan you noted " there are separate 
and independent, threats against the President". I presume 
you were referring to L3J. Your statement reminded me of 
some notes I had taken January 31, 1967 when I heard Paul 
Pay author of "The Pleas ure of His Company", which is a book 
about JPK. Pay was Undersecretary of the Navy, as you will 
recall, './hat I felt was significant in ow remark that Pay 
stated which seemed to me to h* ve s orne relevance concerning 
the assassination we. s his saying (he was referring to Bobby 
Kennedy) "He’s gone through things as far as a throat to his 
life and his children". No one else seemed to pick up on 
this remark, but I jotted it down anyway. Among other things 
that Pay mentioned was that Gail bra ith_wa s "the official 
Kennedy censor". Pay also sail that Fletcher Knebel had Pay 
in mind when he wrote his book "Seven Days in Lay". Pay’s 
reasons for mentioning this was becaus e someone h r 1 asked 
him whether Kennedy w~ :*• aware of a ay plots during his tenure 
of g s. i i c e . 

One final natter and then I’ll close this letter has to 
do with an individual mentioned in your took, " Vhitewash xl" ; 
nee page 57 end your reference to a Cuban called "habit o" . 

I bei leva this person is a Cuban. refugee by the name of 
Aladio Ge refine" del Valle, recording, to the National Dnq uircr 
6f April 30, 1967, Del Valle was found in Lie. mi in a horribly 
mutilated condition. He died the same day as David Perrin did. 

The Frc’ uirer article cays that "a highly Placed source" 
close to Garrison know that Ferric ,,? a£ a friend of Del Valle . 

TIhat leads me to be 1 . ieve that Del Valle is Yshito is that 
according to the article Del Valle was nicknamed "Yito", and 
was "well-known in the Cuban exile co -unity. The article states 
that Del. Wile tewsied up with Ferric as early as I960 for so-called 
" firebomb" vra ids in Cuba. The article continue;: "In exile, del 
Valle tolls' 1 like a. strong anti-Castro man. He organized the 
’ Ant i-Communist Civilian and Armed Forces*. But there is 
suspicion that even then del Valle may have been a double-agent , 
serving Castro secretly. "

dove-tails exactly with Lcran Eugene Hall’s not trusting ./ah ito 
as you indicated on page 57 of Chltew; sh II.
